tho Eplirata Hills.. 


The Terror or the JJuclicyo State 


Still at l-nrjre—-A Visit to His 


Home—The Brijsan«rs Wifo

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 14.—The terror of 


Pennsylvania, Aba Buraard, who has beeu 
tracked across tho mountains, w still at Invgo. 
From tho mannor in which the people about 
Ephrata, where he lived, have gono ubouttUo 
case, Buzzard is liublo to roost wherever ho 
pleases for somo time. They seem to be 
afraid of him, ami when ho i* not around 
they nro afraid of his wife,, who remains at 
homo'to spot whoever may join in a crusado 
for his capture. 


Iu a clearing on :'tho northwest s'l'° "I 


Ephrata hill are tho. .homes of Aba and Iko 
Buzzard, t\vo o£ tho three- representatives of 
the third generation of 'Lancaster county's 
most notorious, criminal.' family. Ike's wife 
imd children ivent away somp months ng'o, 
but Abo's-familj'.aro still hero. The houses 
aro or wood and very old,'and tho ono in-

by • Abe's

Mis, Buz- 
zard is as negro'sri vo ns a ^amo hen. 


Facing correspondent she said: 
"I toll 


you, as I have told all tho rest, that it.you 
come to ask about Abe you won't gat any- 
thing from me buta broken head, 
I'm not 


afruTd of all of you, aud if I had that shoo- 
inakcr Jones liore I'd cut his heart out." 


Having relieved her mind she- became 


dumb. 
On a shelf under tho looking-glass 


stood n dirty photograph of her outlawed 
husband. The men who wero hunting for 
Abo Buzzard are 
very 
confident that 


ho is concealed on Eplirata hill. Gibbs wus 
very positive o£ this point. Ho was once a 
member of tho Buzzard gaugr, and is said to 
havo token part in many o£ thoir looting ex- 
peditious. For seven years ho has lived hon- 
estly, but somo suspicious people hero think 
ho only guided the party in order to steor 
them away from his old comrades' hiding 
place. Bo that as it may, Gibbs gave his 
companions a rough march of fifteen or 
twenty miles, and when they returned all 
wore worn out. 


When tUo search began tho blood hounds 


wero turned loose a few hundred yards south 
ot tho Buzzard's clearing. They aro big and 
savage-looking brutes, but it was evident that 
they had not1 been trained to hunt moi), aud 
they were as of ton' behind as ahead of the 
hunters, who wcro spread out to cover a 
trail of about 'MO yards wide. During the 
afternoon the weather became colder, and n 
blight fall of snow made travel over tho roeks 
very difficult. At 4 o'clock a halt was called 
and it -was resolved to give up tho hunt for 
the day. They returned to Ephrata .to find 
the people greatly excited. 


During their absence twomeu from Chester 


county had identified a lot o£ tho stolon 
goods in Lincoln, and Jero Spurzall reported 
that lie had seen and talked wicu Abe Buz- 
zard near Hahnstown, Ho says Buzzard 
was wounded in tho left arm, neck mid 
shoulder. Buzzard told him that ho did not 
intend to leave Lancaster county. Ho was 
going to remain iu tho hills and kill anyone 
who attempted to arrest him. The general 
impression here is that timid farmers in tho 
neighborhood aro'secretly assisting Abe Buz- 
lavd.

patentees wero not joined as inventors of the 
matter in controversy, and for that reason 
be awards priority to tho applicants whoso 
date Of invention is subsequent to that shown 
in support of tho patent; thatif tho 'patent 
should be declared invalid by competent au- 
thority, tho benefit of the invention would 
inure to the public and not a subsequent 
inventor.
